The chancellor made this statement 
to a group of 150 newspaper corre- 
spondents at the first formal press 
conference he has held since taking 
over the foreign affairs portfolio, With 
his inevitable black -cigar in hand, 
he expounded his political tenets: 

“If foreign countries are worried 
over the growth of Naziism (Hitler- 
ism), let them remember that world 
events and the political exigencies im- 
posed on Germany are 50 per cent re- 
sponsible for it. 

“I am firmly convinced that if the

plains Parole Board’s 
Cancellation of Clemen- 
cy for Cannon Broker. 


WASHINGTON, . Dee. 10.—(4)-— 
Attorney-General Mitchell today dis- 
cleaed that Harry L. Goldhurst, bucket 
shop broker patronized by Bishop 
James Cannon Jr., had attempted to 
bribe an agsistant in the United 
States attoruey’s office in the south- 
ern district Of New York. As a result 
of the attempted bribe Goldburst’s 
parole, from a five-year term in fed- 
eral penitentiary for mail fraud, has 
been revoked, 

Mitchell handed out the report with- 
out making public comment. The re- 
port explained why the federal’ parole 
board granted and then rescinded 
clemency for the New Yorker. 

It revealed that former United 
States Attorney Charles H. Tuttle 
and former Assistant United States 
Attorney Robert E. Manley recom- 
mended parole for Goldhurst while 
knowing of the attempt at corruption, 
and ‘that they had failed to report 
that Goldhurst had paid a court em- 
ploye almost 35.000 to help him. It 
also showed that Goldhurst had made 
a statement that the court employe 
was a young woman and that the 
“young woman referred to had repre- 
sented to Goldhurst that she was get- 
ting the money and valuable pieces 
of jewelry for Miss Failor and one 
of the other assistant United States 
attorneys and one of the postal inspec- 
tors who had to do with this case.” 

Another important part of the re- 
port showed that the two attorneys 
recommended parole saying Goldhurst 
furnished valuable aid in clearing up 
the bribe, which was shown. as an

NIGHT CLUB CLOSED 
BY FLORIDA JUDGE 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 10.—(#)—Fed- 
eral Judge Halsted L. Ritter today 
ordered Frank Valentine to close his 
Two Bits night club here or spend 
the next 10 months in Dade county 
jail after the jurist delivered himself 
of comment on night clubs operated 
primarily for drinking purposes and 
those operated for dining and danc- 


ing. 

Judge Ritter, however, warned Pro- 
hibition Agent M, J. Gorman that 
incidental drinking of a bottle of liq- 
uor in a night club is not sufficient 
evidence upon which to base charges 
against the proprietor, and declined 
to make an outright order revoking 
Valentine’s probation under a suspend- 
ed 10 months’ sentence on another 
charge.

GANDHI DEPLORES 
LEAGUE’S TACTICS 


GENEVA, Dec. 10.—(4)—Mahat- 
ma Gandhi, in making a farewell ad- 
dress today, said the League of Na-’ 
tions lacked the necessary sanctions 
to enforce its decigions as demonstrat- 
ed by its efforts the Manchurian 
controversy.

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President’s Cam sit gn 
Aide in 1928 Now Leader 
in New Movement.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(*)-—- 
An anti-Hoover republican organiza- 
tion of unknown strength was estab- 
lished today under the command of 
one of the president’s chief lieuten- 
ants in the 1928 campaign. 

Horace Mann, of Tennessee, who 
successfully directed the southern 
drive of Hoover forces three years 
ago, is the guiding genius of the move- 
ment. He announced establishment of 
headquarters here. 

Claiming a nationwide organization, 
carefully prepared by months of work, 
Mann declined to name the candidate 
to be supported in the 1932 republic- 
an convention. 

It is reported that supporters of 
Governor Pinchot, of Pennsylvania, 
have been in touch with the Mann 
group, but there is reason to believe 
that the organization really wuuld like 
to throw its support to Senator Hi- 
ram Johnson, of California. Johnson 
has assailed the Hoover policies but 
has declined so far to step into the ~ 
presidential race. The name of Charles 
G. Dawes, ambassador to England, 
also is heard in the speculation, 

Mann did not discuss those to be 
associated with him except to say they 
were “regular senubiielan 

“If the next pe es * Sv convention, 
manipulated and composed of any con- 
siderable number of the Hoover pat- 
ronage machine, renominates Mr. Hoo- 
ver,” said Mann, ‘ ‘it will be an utterly 
useless gesture by the republicans 
which will result in certain and ca-~ 
lamitous defeat in November, 1932.” 

He pointed to the capture of the 
house by the democrats in recent elec- 
tions and referred particularly to the 
republican upsets in Michigan, New 
Jersey and Kentucky. 

“There are many self-sacrificing, 
patriotic, lifelong republican states- 
men from among whom we may se- 
lect the nominee,” he added. 

Mann broke with President Hoover 
shortly after the new administration 
took office in 1929. Their differences 
were said to center about southern 
patronage. 

Administration republican leaders 
insist that the south, Mann’s natural 
re gp ground, is standing by Pres- 
ident Hoover. But Mann asserts his 
new organization is nos now confined 
to the south, and encompasses instead 
every section of the country.

there in cans and packages all that we need to prepare it. 

We can buy canned chicken whole or half—all ready to heat and gerve. 
Tt may be browned and roasted in the oven, and js tempting used for a small 
holiday feast. The chicken is delicious too served cold, or it may be saute’d 
quickly to be used for the main course in the family dinner. 

Pork sausages that are juicy, deliciously seasoned and thoroughly cooked 
may be bought in tins ready for a few minutes’ browning in a hot skillet, 
Saute’d apple, sweet potato or tomato may be added as a “‘fillin’” for a sup- 
per on a chilly night. 

. Hams may be purchased in tins cooked whole and ready to be sliced. 
They may be covered with a mixture of brown sugar and bread crumbs, 
stuck with whole cloves and allowed to brown in a moderate oven. 

Cream for your coffee, or cream for whipping comes scaled in tins to be 
kept on the shelf for use when cream is needed. It beats up lightly and 
may be used in a variety of ways in company desserts. 

Where is the man-of-the-house who does not love mince turn-overs?. All 
trouble in making a flaky, crunchy crust is eliminated when the housekeeper 
purchases prepared pie crust.

B rilliant White House Reception 
Honors Capital Diplomatic Corps 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(UP)— 
President and Mrs. Hoover were hosts 
tonight to the elite of the nation’s 


capital who hae aye te through the spa- 
cious halls of the White House as 
guests at their reception to the diplo- 
matic corps. 

The function ushered in the bril- 
liant winter social season. Envoys 
from a score or.more of nations, garb- 
ed in glittering uniforms covered with 
gold braid, mingled with the more som- 
berly dressed Americans, in formal 
black and white evening dress. 

Women, svelte in gorgeous gowns, 
moved among the sparkling gathering. 
Jewels and medals glistened, vying in 
radiance beneath the bright lights of 
great chandeliers. 

The throng moved slowly in long 
lines through the broad halls of the 
White House to the blue room, where 
the President and Mrs. Hoover re- 
ceived. The president and the “first 
lady of the land” bowed, smiled, had 
a word for each and shook hands as 
the endless line moved in and out of 
their sight. No less than 2,000 per- 
sons shook hands with them during 
the two hours or more that they re- 
mained. 

Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British am- 
bassador, was among the most strik- 
ing figures in the international assem- 
bly. His towering figure, standing 
over six feet three inches in height, 
was more than usually impressive in 
the full diplomatic uniform of the 
empire. 

Less massive but no less resplend- 
ent was Katsuki Debuchi, the ambas- 
sador from Japan, his small, rotund 


frame fairly weighted down with gold 
braid and medals; Madame Debuchi, 
elegant, cultured, and thoroughly cos- 
mopolitan, was among the most ex- 
quisite members of the diplomatie set. 

Nobile Giacomo De Martino, short 
as Debuchi but likewise a striking fig- 
ure in the reception, was a distin- 
guished ‘guest. As dean of the diplo- 
matic corps, his was a place of honor 
during the evening, and he strolled 
about in his brisk military ‘stride, 
shaking hands, smiling at all and peer- 
ing about at his fellow diplomats 
through gold-rimmed pince-nez. 

The President and Mrs. Hoover 
took their places promptly at 9 p. m. 
in the blue room, where dimmed lights 
shed a soft effulgence over them. The 
guests, guided into their presence by 
graceful White House functionaires, 
were introduced and, pausing but 
briefly, passed on. 

Higher members of the diplomatic 
corps and others of equal distinction 
drove through the grounds from the 
south entrances and up to the south 
portico. Others entered at the. east, 
from East Executive avenue. The 
lights from hundreds of cars flashed 
through the darkness, lighting up the 
old colonial mansion, 

Inside, once they had met the Pres- 
ident and Mrs. oover, the guests 
moved into other rooms. In the east 
room, beautifully gowned women 
danced in the arms of diplomats and 
other distinguished guests, to music 
by the United States marine band. 
The musicians, themselves gay in uni- 
forms bright as red poppies, added to 
the color of the rapidly shifting scene.

TZAMORA ELECTED 
SPAN'S PRESIDENT) 


Provisional Head Be- 
comes First Constitu- 
tional Leader of Nation. 


MADRID, Dec, 10. —(#)—Nicpto 
Alcala Zamora, a farmers son, was 
elected first constitutional president 
of the Spanish republic by vote of the 
national assembly tonight. 

The election was by secret ballot 
and Senor Alcala Zamora got 362 
votes out of a possible 

Thus the man who is called the 
father of the republic and who served 
as provisional president after Alfonso 
XIII had been overthrown, becomes 
the first, and probably the last presi- 
dent to be elected by this procedure. 

The new constitution, adopted yes- 
terday, provides that hereafter the 
president shall be elected by a body 
composed of members of the assembly 
and electors chosen by the people in 
equal numbers. 

It was on April 14 that Alfonso 
went out and Alcala Zamora came in, 
but on October 14 he split with the 
assembly over matters concerning the 
status of religious orders in Spain, 
and resigned as provisional president. 
He was succeeded by Manuel Azana, 
who now retires as provisional presi- 
dent. 

The new head of the state owes his 
election to the combined action of the 


,| minority leaders in the assembly who 


agreed to support him in the belief 
that since he was the man who headed 
the revolutionary movement which 
gave birth to the republic he should 
be made its first constitutional presi- 


den 

uy ‘ll try not to be a dictator during 
my tenure,” said the president-elect, 
a farmer’s son in an unpressed suit, 
who will head the country ruled not 
so long ago as a monarchy by King 
Alfonso XIII. 

The president-elect will take over 
the executive power in a gala inaugu- 
ration tomorrow, replacing Provisional 
President Manuel Azana, who is ex- 
pected to me premier in a new 
coalition cabinet.

In directing the verdict, Judge Me-

out that there was no law to justify 
the city commissioners in expending 
money for the purpose outlined in a 
resolution calling for the purchase of 
the property.

THREE-FIFTHS OF A SECOND. 

What a whale of a difference half 
a second makes in some emergencies! 
For instance, when you're proceeding 
with due care across a street inter- 
section, first having stopped as the 
law prescribes, and then as you reach 
the crossing some recent Ameriran 
armed with a license. and enjoying 
that personal liberty so precious ‘to 


at a speed of not to exceed four times 
the legal limit for street crossings, 
and you have to decide whether to 
stop, shoot ahead or maintain your 
right of way at your own expense. 


A careful study has been made in 
England to learn something about the 
things likely to happen in three-fifths. 
of a second. Just why this odd time 
was chosen will be obvious presently. 

For one thing, a car traveling 35 
miles an hour goes 20 feet in three- 
fifths of a second. A lot of gas, oil, 
hootch and gore can flow out from 
under what is wedged ‘under a truck 
in three-fifths of-a second. 

Dr. H. M, Vernon, English pbysiol- 
ogist, found that in-normal individuals 
there is an interval of one-fifth of a 
second between the reeeption of -an 
impression on the retina and the re- 
sponse of foot muscles om ¢lutch pedal 
or brake or hand muscles on steering 
wheel. Jet that same individual take 
a “social” pint’ of beer or a snifter 
of whisky, and his or her reaction 
time immediately slows down to three 
or four-fifths of a second. This effect 
of alcohol ‘persists for hours after the 
drink is taken, though not at the slow- 
est time named. 


Now, then, your free American 
driving home from a little party en- 
counters an emergency which calls for 
alert action or normal reaction on 
the part of the engine driver. But 
being just pleasantly mellow from his 
or her litle drink, the driver takes say 
half a second over and above the fair 
and normal time to act. Thus the per- 
sonal liability and property damage in- 
surance companies keep busy. 


Legally we are still somewhere back 

in the mid-Victorian ‘era in handling 
this problem, for the law, written orig- 
inally by some gentleman who drove.a 
pair of bays or rode a high cyele re- 
quires that the offender be staggering 
and patently spifflicated, tanked, plas- 
tered, so that the dumbest cop or po- 
lice court justice can see the. offen- 
der’s condition. The law, in Ameri- 
ca, gives those recent Americans who 
demand it a wide margin for person 
liberty. 
Probably not. a few automofile driv- 
ers who mean to be honest and square 
have yet to learn that a drink or two 
of home brew or wine invariably slows 
the reaction time and therefore ren- 
a the driver less efficient and less 
safe.

Railroads Face Fateful Days 
As Rail and Labor Chieftains 


Meet To Decide on Policies 


BY WILLIAM Z. RIPLEY.

BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 10.—Perhaps 
there have been more fateful days in 
American railroad history than these 
the roads are now passing through, 
but I doubt it. 

There was, to be sure, the panic of 
May 9, 1901, when Northern Pacific 
rose to $1,000 a share for a few min- 
utés. ‘There was the proclamation rf 
President Wilson, on December 26, 
1917, taking over the entire railway 
system of the United States for gov- 
ernment operation during~the World 
War. There was the complete enact- 
ment of the eig@t-hour, law in 1916, 
within the short space of 24 hours— 
the brotherhood chiefs in the congres- 
sional galleries with stop watches in 
their hands, strike orders in their 
pockets, to accelerate congressional 
procedure. And it did so. 

Within the next few days several 
decisions equally far reaching but more 
diversified have to be made. All the 
labor executives are now meeting in 
Chicago to take counsel respecting a 
voluntary 10 per cent cut in wages. 
All the railroad presidents~meet in 
Washington tomorrow to decide whetb- 
er they will voluntarily pool the re- 
ceipts from an emergency rate in- 


merce commission in order to save the 
weaker brethren from utter collapse. 
These two events entail a combina- 
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tion of financial and operating issues 
which is unparalleled.. As President 
Hoover puts it, speaking of railroads 
in his annual message, recently de- 
livered : 

“The volume of.their sn dy 
their buying power. for supplies from 
other industries, the enormous invest- 
ment in their securities, particularly 
their bonds, by insurance cempanies, 
savings banks, benevolent and other 
trusts—all reflect their partnership in 
the whole economic fabric. Through 
these institutiong the oe bonds 
are in A large sense the investment of 
every family.” c 

The earlier crisis affected finance; 
another, . private oferation; and a 
third, the actual continuance of serv- 
ice. But these pending decisions en- 
tail all three of these aspects of the

without a happy outcome all along the 
line the federal courts will soon 
managing these great properties to an 
unprecedented extent, through receiv- 
ers in bankruptcy. 

' If there is any single phase of this 
mess which deserves emphasis over 
and above everything else, it is that 
of the essential solidarity of the in- 
dustry as a whole. An outstanding de- 
fect, historically, in part responsible 
for some of these railway ills, has 
been the faitire of the railway presi- 
dents of the country to act in open 
and complete concert in times of 
trouble. 


Instead of forming a hollow square, 
facing out on every side, there have 
always been. disloyal skulkers who 
broke ranks at their own sweet will. 
Sometimes it was a single carrier 
which cut rates, forcing general chaos, 
in order to win a temporary advan- 
tage over | pies Sometimes in face of 
an arousef and hostile public opinion, 
morale broke down, through financial 
misdeeds, perhaps of a single manage- 
ment. Sometimes, called upon to meet 
operating crises, especially in labor’ 
matters, with uniform tact and dig- 
nit¥, occasional individualists insisted 
upon taking their own sweet way, re- 
gardless of the others. And every time, 
because of such disaffection, disaster 
was the result. 

Here and now there is offered an 
unprecedented opportunity for eco- 
nomic statesmanship on the part of 
both the railroad executives, and the 
leaders of the employes. 

Squarely Up to Railroads. 
As to the railroad presidents, the 
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east and the north to bear increased 
rates, that loans may be made to these 
outlying embarrassed properties? 

For at least one thing we may, in- 
deed, be thankful! The decision is not 
to be made by the houses of congress. 

Obviously, the poorer roads will 
without reservation elect to*join the 
pool. It is-their only salvation—their 
bread line. But what about the strong- 
er roads? Suppose they elect to go it 


jalone and to let the devil take the 


hindermost ? | 

I have faith to believe that the ma- 
jority of the stronger roads will see 
the handwriting on the wall, and they 
will manfully do their part, just as 
the banks did; to save the situation 
in the common interest™ 

Expects Objections from Minority. 

But, judging by the past, there will 
assuredly be a minority which will 
prove recalcitrant. They will have 
to be convinced somehow. There are 
those who look upon this entire pool- 
ing scheme as a monstrosity. All that 
one can hope is that sagacious and far- 
reaching leadership may bring about 
unanimity. May it be able to show 
that in such a-crisis as this those who 
refuse to play ball are morally re- 
sponsible for the loss of the game, 
if it occur? 

This, in any event, is bound to 
occur... Things will certainly be shown 
up hereatfer, financially, as between 
different companies, more clearly 
than ever before. The shadows in 
contrast to the bright spots will stand 
forth in sharper relief. roads 
which in the past have been ineffici- 
ently or unscrupulously managed and 
improvidentally fimanced must con- 
tinue on the ragged edge until they or 
their stockholders shall have 
penance for their past misdeeds. 

Broadly: speaking, the whole indus- 
try probably has erred in its finan- 
cing. Most’ roads have gayly gone 
forward bearing their burden 


be | ed indebtedness—heavy or light as the 


case was—as if railrdading, unlike 
every other earthly contrivance, were 
to go on, forever unchanged, and not 
that they should, perhaps, have ac- 
tually reduced the volume of their 
mortgage indebtedness ‘in contempla- 
tion of severe competition. Anyhow, 
most of them, whenever a bond issue 
fell due, simply refunded it* for as 
long a time ahead as possible. 

Improvidence of Some Railroads. 

But the best of them gradually 
lightened ship by the practice of heavy 
reinvestment of a part of their earn- 
ings in new plant and facilities, rath- 
er than to pay for all such improve- 
ments by new issues of securities. . 

“Dollar for dollar’—matching each 
payment of dividends by an equal 
sum for upbuilding the property—was 
the policy of the Pennsylvania, for ex- 
ample, for many years. 

The commission, to be sure, has not 
greatly encouraged this practice. It 
has never heretofore actually allowed 
a sufficient surplus of earning power. 
And yet, despite such discouragement, 
properties like the Sante Fe continu- 
ously have plowed in such a volume of 
new investment that they have in 
effect been lightening their overhead 
charges all along the line. 

All over the country one may con- 
trast the plights of pfoperties which 
parallel one another, the one which 
lived for the day and distributed over- 
much, perhaps, of its earnings; the

by its ‘reply to the proposed accept- 
ance of the commission’s first order 
put it squarely up to them to save the 
situation. The commission realizing 
that the credit of all is conditioned 
by the continued solvency of the weak- 
er roads, first proposed a pooling of 
the increased revenues which it had 
aHowed. The railroad presidents came 
back with the acceptance of that plan, 
proposing, however, that the aid to 
be accorded by: the strong to the weak 
should be by loans and not in the 
form of gratuities. 

That there was force in this con- 
tention is evidenced by the acquies- 
cence of the commission in this pro- 
posal, that loans should be made from 
the pooling of revenues which may 
accrue. But, and this is the point, the 
commission washes its hands of all 
responsibility for the manner in which 
this aid shall be given. It “neither 
approves nor disapproves” as to de- 
tails, and, furthermore, it leaves it 
up to each carrier to join in such a 


pool, or else to go it aloné, if it 0 


prefers. - : 

Could the burden of responsibility 
for saving the -situation more 
squarely. put upon the shoulders of the 
industry than by this official re- 


sponse? 
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Treasuries Depleted by Dividends. 

It is this relative imiprovidence in 
the past which, in my pagent is 
partly responsible for the illiberality, 
as some critics call it, of the inter- 
state commerce commission in the reg- 
ulation of earnings. And, it is this 
situation which may yet compel the 
commission to assume control over the 
rate of dividends which railroads may 
pay in future. I. could list carriers 
from the Ann Arbor down through the 


Katy, the Missouri Pacific, and the | ti 


Southern, through’ to the Wabash, 
which have unwisely depleted their 
treasuries in fair weather by undue 
dividend declarations. 


This whole épisode has emphasized 
at. Washington, along with the need 
of adequate revenue m good times in 
order to afford a surplus to carry 
over into periods of depression, the 
coincident necessity of insistence upon 
the husbanding of these -resources 
when attained, rather than to permit 
them to di ted at-will to meet 
the exigencies of the moment. I look 
to this episode, inv time, to bring about 
a considerable curtailment of the pow- 
er now enjoyed by boards of railroa 
directors over such declaration of divi- 
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years past in putting these carriers 
ynder strict governmental regulations 
as to their finances; I.assert that, 
with the exception of certain dividend 
improvidences, above mentioned, rail- 
road financial oS now have been 
pretty well eradicated. Their after- 
effects, it may be, persist in a meas- 
ure just as the heritage of dissipa- 
tion by parents goes on down through 
a line of descendents. 

But the present predicament of the 
railroads as a whole does not have 
to do with the stockholders’ interests 
as such. It goes deeper than that, 
clear down into the foundation stone 
of bond issues. It ig not a question 
at the moment for the most part any 
longer of more or less dividend dis- 
bursemént. Cuts and stoppages of div- 
idends all along ‘the line have taken 
care of that. 

Solvency of Roads Involved. 

What is now involved is the very 
solvency of the roads—their credit 
as borrowers upon which their abil- 
ity to continue adequate service de- 
pends, The shrinkage of revenue, in 
other words, has now reached down 
into the wery vitalg of the business, 

And the bondholders wh? are 
threatened have had n6 hand in good 
or bad, prudent or ‘wasteful, man- 
agement. The life insurance compa- 
nies, savings ‘banks, trustees, 
banks throughout the country whoxe 
funds, are invested in these bonds 
have stood helpless on the side lines. 
They may not be held to blame for 
any acts of omission or commission.” 
But their loyalty, through satisfac- 
tion of their rightful claim for monies 
advanced, is absolutely essential to 
the continuance of the railway mans 


ob. 

If any of these bond issues which 
currently: fall due may not be dis- 
charged through refunding operations 
oY if the interest: payments are no 
met, the property goes into bank- 
ruptey; the court takes it over; and 
the receiver must cut and slash in- 
discriminately in order to. save what- 
ever he may from the wreck. 

Crisis Calls for Labor's Aid. 

Ts it not the part of wisdom—+so 
critical being the emergency—that 
labor should ease things along by a 
temporary acceptance of a sacrifice 
in pay? Tactically, also, such action 
has the advantage, that the abate- 
ment would be temporary; whereas, 
if the issue be forced, through arbi- 
tration, even greater cuts may ulti- 
mately occur as a result. And such 
cuts would be permanent, not tran- 
sient. | 

Moreover, ‘there is every chance un- 
der such formal proceedings, with the 
wholesale drop in the cost of living 
since 1929, that the burden of proof 
for continuance of the present wage 
scale will rest upon the men. With 
wage reduction ‘everywhere else- all 
over the land, following the course 
of widespread (‘ deflation after . the 
World War, how can railway em- 
ployes alone expect to continue on 
the high plane of war-time costs of 
living? It is my conviction that pub- 
lie opinion \would not”® tolerate the 
persistence of a butte of railway 
wages, jutting out above the general 
landscape, erdded by deflation, all 
about. 7 

Once more, as with, the exeeutives, 
one can but hope that the recognition 


will prove persuasive in the minds of 
the railroad employes as a body. 
President’s Message Di nting. 
One other of these reéent happen- 
‘ings deserves mention. What about 
the annual message of Predent Hoo- 
ver? Not much that is new as re- 
spects railways is to be found therein. 
He commends to congress the recom- 
mendations of the commission respect- 
ing remedial action. One might have 
wished for reiteration of the issue be- 
fore congr and the state legisla- 
tures of pubjectiog buses and trucks 
to supervision ag common carriers. 
The president also briefly mentions 
the signifieance of railroad consolida- 
tion as a source of economy in opera- 


on. 
In view of the president’s construc- 
tive participation in the proposed 
trunk line consolidation, a more asser- 
tive stand might.well have been taken. 
But in one regard this presidential 
message is distinctly a disappoint- 
ment. There is no trace of abate 
ment of presidential enthusiasm over 


terways. And yet, the compegtion of

Culbertson on Contract 


The Delayed Coup 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst 


-A coup, a term used frequently in 

Bridge, means nothing more nor less 
than a play for position. It is a 
play used to capture an adverse 
trump which otherwise would make a 
trick were it not for the position of 
the Declarer’s trumps in relation to 
those adversely held. It also involves 
the shortening of the Declaring Hand 
in trumps in order to attain the posi- 
tion desired. The play is an extreme- 
ly interesting one as it occurs with 
great frequency at the Bridge table 
and is more frequently missed than 
a even by players of considerable 
skill, 
Today’s hand also deals with the 
correct management in play of a suit 
holding all the high honors with the 
exception of the King and Knave and 
unaware of the location of these hon- 
ors. The principle of play here ad- 
vocated is my own invention, but 
other players have accepted it as cor- 
rect.

‘Warm Weather Will Continue; 
Light Rain Bare Possibility 


Today will see continued warm 


weather in Atlanta with fair’ skies 
most of the day, according to C. F. 


von Herrmann, meteorologist. How- 
ever, there is a bare possibility of re- 
sumption of the rain which drenched 
and soaked Atlantans for three days, 
he declared. If the remote ibility 
of rain becomes an actual fact, it 
will not occur until late this afternoon, 
he declared, and the rain then will 
only be a light one. 

In contrast with Wednesday, when 
the mercury slid below the freezing 
mark, Thursday in Atlanta was balmy 
and almost like spring, with tempera- 
tures ranging between 42 and 65 de- 
grees.

Against Cancellation. 

“Tl do not approve in any remote 
sense Of the cancellation of the debts 
to us.

But as the basis of the sét- 
tlemenht of these debts was the ca- 
pacity under normal conditions of 
the debtor to pay, we should be con- 
sistent with our own policies and 
principles if we take into account the 
abnormal situation now éxisting in 
the world.

The United Statés has accepted an fh- 
vitation to take part in thé world 
disarmament conference which con- 
venes on February 2 at Geneva. The 
efforts of thia conference will be in 
Tine with thé endeavors in which the 
Américan government has taken & 
leading part beginning with The 
Hague conference in 1899. 


Up to the present time the record of 
achievement has been almost entire- 
ly in the field of naval disarmament. 
It is to be hoped that furthér prog- 
ress can be made in redyction of 
naval arms and that limitation and 
reduction so urgently neéded can be 
extended to land arms, 


The burden of taxes to support ar- 
mament is greatér today than before 
the Great War, and the economic in- 
stability of ‘the world is definitely 
due in part to this cause and the 
féars which these huge armaments 
at all times create. No discourage- 
ments should be permitted to turn 
the world from sane and reasonable 
Jimitation of arms. 

With a view to establishing an at- 
mosphere of confidence for the open- 
ing of this world disarmament con- 
ference, more than 40 governments, 
including all thé principal military 
and naval powers, have joined in ac- 
cepting the principle of one-year ar- 
maments truce, .

Manchuria. 


We have been deeply concerned over | 
the situation in Manchuria. AS 
parties to the Kellogg-Briand pact 
and to the nine-power treaty, ‘we 
have a responsibility in maintaining 
the integrity of China and a direct 
interest with other nations in main- 
taining peace there. 

When this controversy originated in 
September the League of Nations 
was in séssion and China appealed to 
the council of that body which at 
once undertook measures of concilia- 
tion between China and Japan. Both 
China and Japan have participated 
in these proceedings before the coun- 
cil ever since. ' 

Under the Kellogg-Briand pact all of 
the signatories, including China and 
Japan, have covénanté@l to seek none 
but pacific means in the settlement 
of their disputes. Thus the ultimate 
purpose of proceedings under this 
section Of the Kellogg-Briand pact 
and of conciliation proceedings 
the League covenant coincide. 

It seemed, therefore, both wise and 
appropriate rather to aid and advise 
with the League and thus have unity 
of world effort to maintain peace 


‘In all négotiations, however, the de- 
partment of staté has maintained 
complete freedom of judgment anid 
action as to participation in an! 
measures which the Leagué might 
| finally be determined upon. 

'Immediately after the-outbreak of the 
trouble this government advised both 
Japan and China of its &éerious in- 
terest. Subsequently it communicat- 
ed its views to both governments re- 
garding their obligations under the 
Kellogg-Briand pact. 

In this action we were joined by oth- 
er nations signatory of the pact. This 
government has consistently and re- 
peatedly by diplomatic representa-, 
tions indicated its unremitting solici- 
tude that these treaty obligations be 
respected. 

At present a resolution ia pending be- 
fore the meeting at Paris, with hopes 
of passage, under which Japan and 
China will agree to take no initia- 
tive which might lead to renewed 
conflict; in’ which Japan has treit- 
erated its intention to withdraw the 
Japanese troops to the railway zone 
as soon as lives and property of 
Japanese nationals in Manchuria can 
be adequately protected; and under 
which. both nations agree to a neu- 
tral commission to meet on the 
ground, to which commission all mat- 
ters in dispute can be referred for 
investigation and report. 


St. Lawrence Waterway. 


Conversations were begunh between the 
secretary of state and the Canadian 
minister at Washington on Novem- 
ber 14 lodking to the framing of a 
treaty for the development of the St. 
Lawrencé seaway. The negotiations 
are ¢ontinuing. 

I am hopeful that an agreement may 
result within a reasonable time en- 
abling us to begin work on this great- 
project, which will be of much im- 
portance eéconomically to Canada 
and to thé United States. 


Visits of M. Laval and 


Signor Grandi. 


The preiceas of thé council of min- 
isters of France, M. Laval; visited 
Washington in October in order to 
discuss problems of outstanding 
world interest, in the solution of 
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dering service, 

The American legation building was 
destroyed with all its conténts, but 
the minister and his staff continued 
to carty on their official duties and 
worked ceaselessly in thé face of tin- 
ustal hatdships. Thé Nicaraguan 
government has expressed its deep 
gratitude for the aid rendered.

Haiti. 

Substantial progress has beén made in 
carrying out the program for the 
withdrawal of our activities in Haiti 
recomménded by the commission 
which, with the support of the con- 
gress, made an investigation of Hai- 
tian affairs in 1930, and by its good 
offices laid the foundation fér the 
present popularly elected government 
of that republic. . 
After protracted négotiations an ac- 
cord was reached with the Haitian 
government on August 5, providing 
for the return to Haitian control of 
important government services hére- 
tofore carried on under American 
supervision by virtue of general obli- 
gations drising through the provi- 
sions of our tréaty with Haiti. 

In accordance with this agreement the 
Haitian goverfimént on October 1 as- 
sumed deéfihitely the administration 
and control of the department. of 
public works, the sanitary sérvice 
and the technical service of agricul- 
tnre, which .includes the industrial 
educational systém. All American 
personnel was withdrawn from these 
sérvices,., - 

To minimize the possibility of pt: 
démics and in order that the health 
of the American.ttoops and officials 
still stationéd in Haiti might |be ade- 
quately protected the accord |provid- 
ed that an American scientific mis- 
sion, consisting of three American 
naval officers and six hospital corps 
men, should be charged with the con- 
trol of sanitation in thé cities of Port 
Au Princé and Cape Haitien. 

The accord makes appropriate pro- 
vision for the continuance of aAde- 
quate financial control and assistance 
on the part of our govérnment. ‘Thé 
liberty of action, both of the govérn- 
mént of the United States and the 
government of Haiti with fespect to 
questions of financial administra- 
tion, is, of course, limited. 

In this connection it must be borne 


in mind that investors have supplied” 


capital desired by Haiti and that 
securities have be issued to them 
on the faith and credit of the pro- 
visions of that treaty and the Amer- 
jean financial control which it pro- 
vided during the life of the bonds. 


Bolivia and Paraguay. 


In 1929 the governmént of the United 
States, together with the governments 
of Cuba, Colombia, Mexico and 
Uruguay, forméd the commission on 
inquiry and conciliation, Bolivia- 
Paraguay, which had the good for- 


tune of being able to términate an} 


intérnational incident which for A 
time threatened to cause war between 
the countries involved. 

The fivé neutral govetnments -then 
offered their good offices to Bolivia 
and Paraguay, with a view to fur- 
thering a settlement of their diffi- 
culties. This offer Was accepted in 
principle. I Am happy to state that 
répresentatives of both countriés are

the hope of concluding a pact of non- 


aggression between them, 


It has been the privilege of this gov- 


eyrnment to lend its good offices on 
several occasions in the past to the 
séttlément of boundary disputes be- 
tween the Americati republics.

Overarmament is a major 
cause of present economic instability, 
he contended, adding: “No discourage- 
ments should be permitted to turn the 
world from sane and reasonable lim- 
itation.” 

Just how many senators agree with 
Borah’s objections to debt revision re- 
mains to be seen. He complained that 
Europe “has not upto this time avyail- 
ed herself of the moratorium to ad- 
just those matters which it is —— 
any economic recovery in Europe.” 

Senator Moses, of New Hampshire, 
republican member of the foreign re- 
lations committee, took-this position: 

“Our first job is to deal with the 
moratorium, Having dealt with that 
we will take up the other grave sub- 
jects the president suggests. I am 
against cancellation of the debts.” 

The chairman of the republican na- 
tional committee, Senator Fess, called 
the debt proposal “a courageous state- 
ment of the real situation and in ac- 
cordance with the principle upon 
which the original adjustments were 
made—namely, on ability to pay.” 

._ For the most part, however, the 
senate leaders were cautious in their 
stand on revision, preferring to learn

In the house, Representative Ran- 
kin, democrat, Mississippi, opposed 
the moratorium vigorously.

Not one penny has been 
provided for their paf¥ment, We must 
rely upon the banks to finance that. 
There will be no money to pay the 
December pay roll. The funds for 
these payments cannot be anticipated 
as has been done in the past, and 
whether it can be paid at all or not 
is very doubtful. 

“We will begin another year with 
the knowledge now that the income of 
the city will be reduced somewhere 
between $600,000 and $750,000. With 
all these conditions existing and well 
known to everyone who has taken the 
trouble to find out the facts, I feel 
that no appropriation for any pur- 
pose that is not absolutely necessary 
would be justified. 1 appreciate the 
efforts of the friends of the laboring 
people to maintain their high stand- 
ard and not allow the depression to 
be used to beat down their wages, and. 
if the city’s financial condition was 
such as would justify it,, I would 
have sympathy with this contention, 
but these are extraordinary condi- 
tions and have to be met in an ex- 
traordinary way, and the most rigid 
and strict economy is the only way 
that I know by which it can be met. 

“There are thousands of people in 
this community today that would be 
happy if they had the privilege of 
working for the wages provided in 
the original contract. You cannot vote 
this money out of the city treasury 
without taking bread out of the 
mouths of hundreds of people, This I 
am: not willing to do.”
